ma, took off other members of the 
crew, but Captain Sparrow elect- 
ed to stay aboard the stranded 
vessel, in hopes that she might 
be salvaged. Their position

Every now and then a new historiseal writer 


takes it into his head to change our minds about cer- 
tain ideas we have entertained concerning a historic 
personage or a historic movement. We know how 
Froude has changed our opinion about Henry YHI. 
the king of England who married a successive group 
of ladies, disposing of some of them after the manner 
of Bluebeard in the story. We know how Justin 
Winsor changed our minds about Christopher Co- 
lumbus, who was supposed to be a pretty good sort 
of a man until he got after him. Queen Victoria was 
a model queen and a model old lady until Lytton 
Strachey and Moneypenny. the biographer of Dis- 
raeli, showed us another side of her character. 


2STow comes James Truslow Adams, who has been 


studying our early colonial history, and he finds that 
the early colonists were not what we have been, 
taught to believe they were. There were good Xew 
Englanders in the early days; but from a study of Mr. 


JAdams' two books, ''The Founding of Xew England" 
_ and "Eevolutionary Xew England"." one is compelled [ 


to assume that the bulk of them were hardly as good 
as the average Xew Englander of today. The moral 
conditions were not at all what we have been led to • 
suppose. Religiously, they were in the mass much i 
worse off than we are today. And politically, they! 
could give some of our modern political bosses point- i 
ers. Mr. Adams tells us that they were Ions: in then- 
demand for privileges, but very short in their sense! 
of duties. They were very anxious to have the moth-! 
er country help them out in their difficulties with i 
their Trench neighbors and the Indians whom they' 
stirred up: but when the mother country asked them 
to chip in to help in building up English'trade and in-1 
dustry, they felt themselves outraged. 
The royal' 


governors always had trouble in collecting their sal-, 
aries from reluctant legislatures, and any recommen-' 
dations made by these royal governors looking to-: 
ward a closer relation with, the mother country5was \ 
much resented. 


The strange thing about all this is. that all these.' 


facts have been known for a long time. The archives 
of historical institutions are filled with papers and i 
documents commenting on these matters:"but our 
former historians, in the interest of idealizing our, 
forbears, have preferred to pick out those facts which i 
suited their convenience and their predisposed ideas. 
oSTow the' historian has become a real scientist. He' 
is not interested in bolstering up the character of any 
movement or any individual. He is after the truth. 
And if a historic personage cannot stand the test of , 
the truth so much the worse for him.
